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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-15, drawn to a light source apparatus including photonic bandgap 
material and photonic crystal fiber including holy fiber. 
Group II, claim(s) 16-21 that include claiml , drawn to a method for generating 
illuminating light including the steps of splitting light, exciting sample, effecting 
stimulated emission, processing in STED microscopy and carrying out pump-probe 
experiments. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: as stated above the 
invention I is directed to an invention as depicted in Fig. 2 including photonic bandgap 
fiber structure; while the method claims includes specific steps of generating illuminating 
light including splitting light depicted in Fig. 3, thus each invention has limitation(s) that 
is directed toward an invention that would require a different search that that of other 
group inventions and because each of the above inventions defining an invention that is 
distinct that that of the other and requiring a different search.
